Arrested on Suspicion of Being Spies 


They Have Difficulty in Convincing 
Ignorant Peasants That They are 
Harmless Journalists — Experience 
of One Reporter in Belgium. 


(ISy International Newfl Service.) 


London, Aug. 22.—The newspaper 


••correspondents attempting; to cover 


the great, war in Europe are having a 
sorry time. 
Especially in Belgium, 


where the bulk of tl-o fighting has oc- 
curred, are correspondents harried 


. by atmosit every conceivable difficulty 
..According to a letter received here 


from u London newspaper man in Bel- 
gium, correspondents there are be- 
ins arrested several times daily as 
-spies, are not allowed to get within 
•canon sound of the fighting and if 
•they do happen to obtain any infor- 
mation regarding what is going on, 
trie censors will not allow them to 
sew1, it. 


"I do not anticipate ever getting 


smjwhere near a battlefield," writes 
the correspondent referred to, "and I 
do not expect I should be allowed to 
return alive with iny story if I did 
get to the front. 


•"I am having a 
of a time 


•with these military blighters here. 
Most of my afternoons and evenings 
'are spent in jail. I have a pass from 
the Belgian war office with my photo- 
graph attached and countersigned by 
the general staff, but the trouble is 
that no one will apparently recognize 
it. It is a pure bluff, and not worth 
the paper it is written on. 


"Also the peasants who are too in- 


firm to go to the front and the young- 
sters of every village throughout Bel- 
gium have turned themselves into a 
police force. 
If you try to go any- 


where outside of Brussels in an auto- 
mobile you are held up, searched and 
asked to show your papers every half- 
mile. 


"Yesterday two Belgian journalists 


and myself went to Namur and Din- 
ant, a journey of about eighty miles, 
hoping to discover the whereabout of 
friends. I kept a record and found

"On reaching Namur on our way 


back despite our official papers we 
were arrested as spies ami dragged

The bulletin continues: 
"On the 


twentieth day of our mobilization, de- 
spite all German assurances and the 
predictions of their best-known mili- 
tary students, as well as of their gen- 
eral staff, they have not only been un- 
able to obtain a decisive advantage 
which they had counted upon, but 
have been unable to carry the war 
into our territory. 


"This advantage, however, for us, 


should not be exaggerated, although 
it has distinct moral value for our 
troops."

So long as Mexico remains peace- 
ful there are few people in the Unit- 
ed States who will worry over the 
name of its ruler, and it is hoped 
that Villa or some other leader who 
may think himself slighted will not 
inaugurate a revolution until after the 
war in Europe has ended.

Newspaper Men Have Anything 


^ 
But a Happy Time of It 


OFTENER Of 
THAN OUT 


Arrested on Suspicion of Being Spies 


They Have Difficulty in Convincing 
Ignorant Peasants That They are 
Harmless Journalists — Experience 
of One Reporter in Belgium. 


(ISy International Newfl Service.) 


London, Aug. 22.—The newspaper 


••correspondents attempting; to cover 


the great, war in Europe are having a 
sorry time. 
Especially in Belgium, 


where the bulk of tl-o fighting has oc- 
curred, are correspondents harried 


. by atmosit every conceivable difficulty 
..According to a letter received here 


from u London newspaper man in Bel- 
gium, correspondents there are be- 
ins arrested several times daily as 
-spies, are not allowed to get within 
•canon sound of the fighting and if 
•they do happen to obtain any infor- 
mation regarding what is going on, 
trie censors will not allow them to 
sew1, it. 


"I do not anticipate ever getting 


smjwhere near a battlefield," writes 
the correspondent referred to, "and I 
do not expect I should be allowed to 
return alive with iny story if I did 
get to the front. 


•"I am having a 
of a time 


•with these military blighters here. 
Most of my afternoons and evenings 
'are spent in jail. I have a pass from 
the Belgian war office with my photo- 
graph attached and countersigned by 
the general staff, but the trouble is 
that no one will apparently recognize 
it. It is a pure bluff, and not worth 
the paper it is written on. 


"Also the peasants who are too in- 


firm to go to the front and the young- 
sters of every village throughout Bel- 
gium have turned themselves into a 
police force. 
If you try to go any- 


where outside of Brussels in an auto- 
mobile you are held up, searched and 
asked to show your papers every half- 
mile. 


"Yesterday two Belgian journalists 


and myself went to Namur and Din- 
ant, a journey of about eighty miles, 
hoping to discover the whereabout of 
friends. I kept a record and found 
•we were stopped fifty-two times. 


"On reaching Namur on our way 


back despite our official papers we 
were arrested as spies ami dragged 
•off by a band of ferocious soldiers to 
the military headquarters, followed by 
JL savage mob, anxious to lynch us. 
"We were kept there for some time 
before being released. 


"When we got to the office of the 


commandant, we found the London 
Times man already there, a prisoner. 


•"The most dangerous part of the 


game is that 
the average 
peasant 


armed with a rusty blunderbuss, who 
harries one along the roads in the 


"• «Muntrjr, cannot even read and of- 


Bdat papers mean nothing to him. 


"For them everybody not wearing
